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WOOL PROBLEM 
NEAR SOLUTION 
Tariff Schedule Hastens to 
Finish in Senate 


End of Session Foreseen in 
Two Months 


Interests of — in the

[EXCLCSIVE 

WASHINGTON, July 380.—With 
consideration of the wool schedule 
nearly completed, the Senate is 
expected to make more rapid 
progress in the tariff debate this 
week. The Democrats regard the 
wool schedule as the last one of 
major importance and from now 
on say they will offer only a per- 
functory opposition to the various 
duties. They profess willingness 
to enter into an agreement for a 
final vote on the bill on or about 
August 15. 

It the Senate passes the tariff 
bill at that time, conferees of the 
Senate and House will require un- 
til about September 15 before they 
are able to present their confer- 
ence report. Another week or two 
will be required to obtain the ap- 
proval of the conference report in 
the two houses: If there is no hitch 
in this program, which might eas- 
ily be upset by serious disagree- 
ments between Senate and House 
conferees, Congress may be able to 
W early in October. 

nal adjournment of the ses- 
sion at an early date in October 
would mean the side-tracking of 
ship-subsidy legislation until next 
session, in all probability. It would 
easily be possible to enact a sol- 
diers’ bonus bill into law during 
the month's period while the tariff 
is in conference. 

As the situation now stands, the 
tariff bill will be ready to be sent 
to conference about the time the 


House returns to work on Au- 
gust 15. 
Propriety of the activity of

| prove to any one who wishes to be 
‘fair and face the facts that the 
great majority of workers in the 
United States, men and women pro- 
ducers; want this tariff bill.” 
Discussion of the past week in 
the Senate has shown that the 
wool schedule will figure in the 
campaign probably more promi- 
nently than any other.

POLISHED YOUNG SCION OF 
DISTINGUISHED FAMILY 
LEAVES LETTERS

NEW YORK, July 30.—Salatil 
S. Gupge, a Hindu student at the 
University of Illinois, and de- 
scribed as a scion of a distingdished 
family in India, was found as- 
phyxiated in a furnished room at 
16 Commerce street, Greenwich 
Village. The police determined 
the death suicide. Several sealed 
letters apparently having been 
written but a short time before, 
Were turned over to the police. The 
contents were not revealed, : 

Gupge engaged a room in the 
home of Anthony De Vola four 
months ago, coming here from Ur- 
bana, Ill Why he did not finish 
the semester which ended in June 
could not be learned locally. Gupge, 
always well dressed and polished 
of manner, became a part of the 
home life of the De Volas. Much 
of the time he spent in his room 
ng s of a philosophical 
and religio nature. He seldom 
sought the companionship of wom- 
en, though he was courteous and 
conversational whenever he came 
in contact with them. Gupge, 
it was learned, was intensely in- 
terested in the future of India and 
frequently held long discussions on 
the subjects with Hindu friends 
who visited him. 
Thi morning Anthony De Vola 
went upstairs to call Gupge. He 
detected the odor of gas while 
K the stairs. De Vola 
found the young student, fully 
clothed, lying on the bed, with the 
windows closed and two gas jets 
wide open. 
One of the native friends of 
Gupge, who came to the house, 
was 8. Besey. He said Gupge 
was interested in the development 
of the soul and recently had been 
turning his thoughts away from 
the objective things of lifes to 
the spiritual. He described Gupge 
as a man of fine sensibilities,

CHANG HAS FORMED THREE 
LINES OF DEFENSE AND Is 
BUILDING FORTRESS 


(BY cABLE—EXcicsive DISPATCH. 
S NHAIK WAN, July 30. — A 
agent of Gen. Wu Pei Fu 
sent into Manchuria, finds that 
Gen. Chang Tso Lin is making ex- 
tensive hostile preparations at his 
post outside of the great wall, hav- 
ing increased his troops there by 
a brigade of infantry and art 
lery. He has established three de- 
fense lines. The first is at the wall, 
one mile from Shanhaikwan, the 
second at Wanchiatun and the 
third at Suiching. with fortresses 
being built at Chiumenkow. Gen. 
Wu Tao Hai has been placed in 
command with orders to repel any 
effort to recover stock or any in- 
vasion by Chihli troops. 
re is reason to believe that 
these activities are the result of an 
alliance with certain Yang-tse Tu- 
chuns with the intention of re- 
storing Tuan Chi Jui, the former 
Anfu leader, to power and then 
negotiating with Sun Yat Sen, 
whose forces are about to engage 
in a decisive battle with Gen. 
Cheng Hiung Ming in Northern 
Kwan Tung. 

As @ result Gen. Wu has been 
compelled to renew military prepa- 
rations on an active scale. These 
preparations are visible in Eastern 
Chihli, within fifty miles of Shan- 
haikwan, and also at Paotingfu, 
Loyang and Kifend. 

The rolling stock of the Peking- 
Hankow Railway is being hus- 
bagded. Observers believe that 
Gen. Chang's attempt to return to 
control in Peking will synchronize 
with an effort to reassemble Par- 
Uament next week.

CONSTIPATION 
I remember one of our profes- 
sors telling this story to his class 
when we were studying the sub- 
ject of constipation. He was in 


college during the time when wom- 
en were first entering the medical 
profession. His professor of in- 
testinal disorders was scheduled to 
lecture on constipation, but he 
changed the subject after he got to 
the class. On being asked why he 
did not talk on the subject of con- 
stipation, he said: “D—— it, 

couldn't. . There was a woman in 
the class.” 

Now the time has long since 
passed when any instruction in the 
medical colleges is looked on as 
something delicate. The women 
students get exactly the same in- 
struction as the men students, for 
it is not considered that there is 
anything delicate in any subject 
that pertains to the welfare of the 
patients whose lives may en- 
trusted to their hands. It is ne- 
cessary that women physicians re- 
ceive the same training, both in 
the colleges and in the hospitals, 
and nearly all of the big colleges 
and hospitals are now open to 
women. Harvard, while it has not 
opened its doors to the woman 
student yet, has opened its profes- 
sorships to them. Dr. Alice Ham- 
Ion, @ wonderful woman, is pro- 
fessor of industrial diseases. This 
may be an opening wedge.
